Boom's LAND BILL,—The bill iu 


troduced by Senator Booth, to pre- 
vent obstructions to pre-emption and 
homestead settlement provides that 
the occupation, inclosnre, or cultiva- 
tion of any portion of public lands, 
except by persons having a claim 
thereto under the United States laws 
shall not withhold the same from 
homestead or pre-empiion settlement, 
and any person not having any such 
local claim, who shall by force or in- 
timidation prevent such settlement, 
shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 
two hundred dollars, or imprison- 
ment not exceeding six months, or 
both. 
The necessity for this bill 


arises from the practice of herders 
and others ia a certain quarter of 
cultivating, or pretending to cnlti- 
vate, some portions of extensive 
tracts which they desire, perhaps by 
merely drawing a furrow around 
them as a mears of preventing bona 
fide settlements. The Commissioner 
of the General Land Office has re- 
cently ruled that he has no power to 
protect settlers against this practice.
